C;opio8 in small of col<*bralt*d 
pieturos wore luiido, and the demand 
was particularly groat for portraits, 
aud po the term miniature eamo to 
mean a very small ijortrait. One of the 
most famous niiulatiire paint<*rs was 
Ilolboli), and Samuel (’ooper. a Lon¬ 
doner, wus also an expert. .Milton sat 
to him, and it is said that Louis XIV. 
ofTered iL'iO for his pietiiro of Oliver 
Cromwell. 

rhotographyeliecked niininture paint¬ 
ing for a time, but of late tln’ve has 
been a notable revival of the art. In 
olden time miniatures were often paint¬ 
ed on vidli 111 or on eopjier or silver 
plates. Now Ivory is the niedium com¬ 
monly employe*!.

Testatrix died June Ist, 
PJ04. Probate of will dated, January 31st, 
181)0 was granted Juno 27tb, IDOL Estate 
consisted of personal property amounting 
to S10,21H ; SI,070 has betn pani by execut¬ 
ors for debts funeral and testamentary ex¬ 
penses. When other liabilities and specitic 
legacies have been paid the residue will be 
more than necessary to satisfy purposes 
particularly named in a paragraph upon 
which construction is asked. By the terms 
of this paragraph, the residue is bequeathed 
to the rector and cburoh wardens of the 
Church of St. Mary Magdalene, Napanee, 
•‘in trust to use $3,U00 thereof” for church 
tower and bell, whole surplus to bo depoe- 
ited in bank in trust for payment of church 
so soon as a sum equal to such surplus had 
by direct ofTertory been contributed by 
congregation towards sncbdebt, At date 
of will church debt was jfO’OOU, which at 
the time of death of testatrix was diminish¬ 
ed to 91,800. Held that reduction so 
ochieved be regarded as direct offertory. 
In respect of the residuary estate involved 
in paragraph disputed, after deduction of 
93,000 for tower and bell, held not all re¬ 
quired for liquidation of balance of this 
aebt. Held, surplus cannot, cypres occtrine 
be used fur other charitable purposes, but 
must go to next of kin. The intention of 
the paragraph is oonstrned iuto an inten¬ 
tion snbject to erection of tower and bell 
as a provision for payment of church debt 
and the engendering of a spirit of charity 
in the congregation. Hold, that so much 
of residuary estate as is necessary be ap¬ 
plied to pay one-oalf obnreb debt at death 
of testatrix and interest thereon till ‘direct 
offertory” under terms of will has produced 
the other half. In the meantime there 
sboold be deposited by trustees in the bank 
a sum rqnal to half of the debt at death 
and us much more as will secure difference 
between rate of interest on d^osit, and 
that to be paid on debt nntil offertory has 
satished conditions of will. Kegarding the 
balance of tbe residnary estate, a declara¬ 
tion may issue, if parties wish, that after 
payment of all expenses it is payable_tp 
next of kin. The bequest to the recflfir of 
St. Baul's church, Sandhurst, so far as ap¬ 
plicable to burial lots in church yards at 
Adolphustuwn, bel4 part not for a charity 
and standing alone, was impassable of sup--^ 
port.

Finger marks will sometimes dis¬ 
appear from fumitiiro If they are rub- 
|bed with a bit of flannel dii>pod in 
, sweet oil, and u good polish for var¬ 
nished furniture is etjual parts of 
tvinngar, sweet oil and spirits of tur- 
jptfitine; but if very soiled the furni- 
.ture should be washed first with 
warm suds and then nibbed dry with 
la soft cloth. Soiled wool may bo 
I brightened with crude petrolei^u, rub- 
Ibing hard with a woolen cloth, and 
'afterwards rubbing dry. 

To clean white wood work, just 
rub with a soft, dry cloth and then 
with soft water and whiting; wood 
with a varnished finish should be 
cleaned with weak tea, and polished 
with a mixture of one part olive oil 
and two parts vinegar. 

I If your carpet is beginning to show 
.wear and look dingy, change the 
breadths from the centre to the sides; 
aod if the carpet needs cleaning;;, tack 
it to a clean floor and sci*ub It with 
a lather of soap bark, then rinse with 
I clear, warm water, and rub as dry 
as possible with soft, diy cloths and 
leave on the floor until perfectly dry, 
then the carpet can be lifted and the 
paper placed underneath. 

U When blankets begin to wear, they 
/Can bo cut throug'h the centre, the 
sides whipped together and the edges 
hemmed. Partly worn sheets can be 
renewed in the same way. Both the 
cotton and woolen blankets .should 
be wa.shed while they can be dried in 
the warm sunshine and they can be 
I made soft and white by washing 
them through a warm pcarlino suds 
and th<?u rinsing carefully, but t'hey 
should be well .shaken to free them . 
from dust and lint before they are 
put in the suds. After they have 
been washed and dried, tack a strip 
of soft mu.slin acro.ss the blanket 
over the end that comes next to tho 
head and the blanket may be kept 
clean twice as long. 
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DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Pieserved Quinces.—Pare and core 
the fruit, dropping it as prepared in¬ 
to cold water. When all are pared 
drain and weigh them. Put into a 
kettle, cover with boiling water, stew 
till a straw will pierce them easily; 
then, with a skimmer, remove them 
to a large dish, avoiding breaking 
the pieces. Make a syrup with three- ' 
quarters of n pound of sugar anti 
one cup of the water in which tho 
quinces were cooked to each pound of 
fruit. Boil and skim this until it 
is a rich .syrup; put the quinces in it 
aad cook, very slowly, till they are 
clear. Preserves made this way 
delicious and not at all like the 
louo’h “rhionv" nulnce nrcDared 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

Somebody has discovered that if i 
warm W’nter is u.sed to sprinkle 
starched clothes they will bo stiffor. 

Beets, a dige.stiblo and al.so nour- 
i.shing vegetable, require from ten to 
fifteen minutes longer in cooking than 
potAtoe.s. 

An Impoveri.shed double boiler mu.V 
be mack? of a kettle, a small pail and i 
the lop of a tin fruit can with n ! 
hole In It. Place the tin in the ket¬ 
tle. set the pail on it, fill up with 
boiling water, and "there you are!" 

Macaroni, whether used with cheese, 
tomatoes or soup.s and broths, should 
be coo’vcd thirty minutes in boiling 
salted water first. Keep boiling con¬ 
stantly, then drain and droj) into 
cold water to whiten. It is then 
ready for use with the chce.se, etc. 

Water, sa.vs a culinary authority, 
should not be ns -d to baste meat. It 
toughens'it, whereas hot-fat makes 
it tender. If there is not enough fat 
in the meat to pro\’ide niaterial for 
basting, heat some fat veiy hot and 
baste the n)eat; there will then be 
enough in the pan for the purpose. 

Pretty rag rugs are made by pre¬ 
paring the rags as for carpet, color¬ 
ing them all one color, as green or 
brown, and having them woven in 
the desired lengths. By using a col¬ 
ored warp a contrast in color may be 
obtained.

Gold <<Mine" Known to

Lfoave tKe SoiAhern Pacific Railway 
at Yuma— a to^n in Atizona— follow 
the waggon-road sixty miles north, 
and you will at lost emerge from 
mountain paseos into a great natural 
basin in Southern California. 'Phis 
is the ^ccacho Basin—the only placo 
in the world where people literally 
walk on gold. 

For here, ojyjosod on the sands, in 
quantities inchlculablc, Is the greats 
cst thing on earth, bar health and 
love. Here Mother Earth is spotted 
on the surface with that riioial of 
yellow glint for which nations war, 
for which men fight as If for life. 

On the sands of thi.s dreary, sun- 
parched desort-basIn i.s the gleaming 
goal of Gain—gold, ail gold, under 
foot wherever you step, in a.moun- 
taln-rlmmed placo six miles in cir¬ 
cumference. Itere, indeed, is tho 
largest and most valuable low-grade 
gold "mine" known to geologists. 

But ns t'he gold is right on the 
surface, why docs not someone go 
there and pick It . up? Because, first 
of nil, the owner of that basin js tho 
only persc'n who has a right to pick 
it up; second, iiecause, after one has 
picked up some ten tons or so' of 
sand, ho has ricked up wil'a it only 
about four certs worth of gold. And 
to separate that four cent.s wortli of 
gold from the ten tons of sand costs

Hence the gold is safe from the 
"pickines’: of tho stray "mlnsr." 
Any Ihiei is \\^lcoine to all the gold 
he can steal in that Kl Dorado. Af¬ 
ter .such .a roljber had iKlcked up ten 
tons of .sand. having brought ten 
cart.s for tlte purpo.so, lie would havo 
to haul t'ae l<’ad.s a distance of slx- 
t.v miles to tho nearest ore-mill, in 
order to gel the gold—all for tho 
sake, as has been .said, of four cents. 
Meantime, any one of his ten mules 
hitched to hia ten carts would have 
eaten, in a .single meal, more tlian 
four cents worth of !my or oats. 

St Ill the gold is there, dotting the 
surface wish ndlllons of glinting 
specks, all n.s iilnin to the eye aa the 
millions of dancing points of sun- 
liglit on the surface of the sea on a 
cairn day. Who trea'is there treads 
upon wealth with every^ step, exas¬ 
perated by the tliou^ht of gold, gold 
everywhere, and not a fartiiing avail¬ 
able. 

The most extraordinary fact about 
this gold "mine" is that it is owned 
by one man—a ('nlifornlan named 
King. He has attemptoti to "mine" 
his gold on a small .scale by every 
known mining method; but each ex¬ 
periment cost a sura ol money great¬ 
ly in excess of the value of the 
amount of gold obtained.

When thoroughly .*^011, add tho sugar, 
allowing thrce-tourlhs of a j)oiind to 
a i>ound of fruit. (.\)ok. till a homo¬ 
geneous moss, not too thick, for 
marmalade should not be "cheesy." 
One should have an asbestos mat to 
put under the kettle, as marmalaxle 
burns easily. A considerable pro¬ 
portion of sweet-apple can be used to 
advantage with the quinces. 

Quince Jelly.—This is generally 
made of the parings and cores of the 
quince.s. The Jelly is l)Ctter flavored 
if the seeds are removed. Cover the 
imrings with water and cook till ten¬ 
der, and strain the juice in the usual 
way. Boil the Juice twenty minutes, 
then- measure and to each pint allow 
a scant i)ound of sugar. Let boil 
up after the sugar is added and fill 
info the glasses. 

Scotch Shortcake.—Scotch short¬ 
cake is made thus, when a simple 
desert is wanted: Make an ordinary 
cookie dough, flavoring with either 
lemon or vanilla, and cut into form.*^. 
Butter each lightly and .sprinkle wuth 
the candied seeds of various colors 
obtainable at the confectioner’s. Bake 
in cookie tins and serve hot or colif. 

Stor.(Hl Fish.—Stew any of tho 
white-lloshed fishes with sliced car¬ 
rots, turnij),s and onions, a hit of 
celery root and parsley until rather 
tender. Then strain out all veg*-^ 
tables from the cooking water; add 
cme-half cup of white wine vinegar 
(for each ])»)nnd of fish); al.so slicotl 
and pared lemons in the same pro¬ 
portion. J-ot tho fish finish stewing 
jumi lift it out carefully on a platter. 
[Add tlie lieaten yf)lks of egg to the 
1 liquid, stirring carefully to prevent 
curdling, until n tliin custard has 
been formed. Throw this over fish. 

Simmcrefl Fowl.—No matter how 
tough or hopeless a fowl may .sc»om 
•roast it first to give the meat a 
flavor. This must be done slowly 
and cirofully, basting at frequent in¬ 
tervals. When it is nicaly colored, 
split down the back and lay it fiat 
in covered ham boiler. Pour in all 
the gravy from the roasting pan and 
rinse same well with an equal quan¬ 
tity of hot water. .Add a liberal 
helping of canned tomatoes to gravy 
and dot the surface of the fowl here 
and there with tiny bits of onion. 
When the.se have become roasted, 
dredge with four hours of simmering. 
A fowl thus prepared will keep a 
week, and while it tastes delicious 
cold, does not betray the least warm¬ 
ed over taste when healed through. 
It' should be kept covere«i and al¬ 
lowed to remain in the soot in which 
it was cooked without being remov¬ 
ed from the gravy, to which a little 
hot water may be added whpn re¬ 
quired.

I gil ls terribly. 

j 'J'he gho.si began to manifest itself 
in nocturnal visitations. Dreaoi’ul 
rujoiblings kept the girls awake 
through tile long di.smnl night. At 
sucii times siiadows llittcd over tho 
ceilings, and the gills hid their white 
faces under the bhinkel.s. 

I Two of tliu girls were sitting read¬ 
ing jusi over a week ago when the 
apparition jire.sonted it.self to one of. 
them. 'Diie next door neighbor, a 
working man, declares that not a 
pedestrian was within a liundred 
yards of the house, but the girls 
sprang out of the doorway with 
alarmed faces, shrieking "The 
ghost!" 

One of the girls swore that the 
phantom had passed in front of her; 
another states that she was scrub¬ 
bing the .stairs when a flat iron sans 
handle, which was last placed in the 
kitchen fire-grate, came tumbling in¬ 
explicably down upon her from 
above.

AERIAL RAILWAY IN INDIA^ 

Ceremony That Takfes Place An-< 
nually in the Himalayas 

Ono of tho most remarkable and 
sensational religious cermonies in 
the whole of India takes place an¬ 
nually at Kulu, in the Himalayas,; 
says Chamber’s Journal. 

Fropi a cliff overhanging a precipl-4 
tous gorge several hundred feet deep 
a rope is stretched, fastened to a 
strong stake on the opposite side of 
tho ravine. 'Fhe rope is of great 
length, nearly 2,000 feet, and when 
it is stretched taut the upper end 
will be several hundred feet higben 
than the lower end. 

Down this terrible incline the vic¬ 
tim or performer slides, the precau¬ 
tion having been taken to wet the 
rope to i.rcvont it from cat^Wn.5 fire 
from the friction. 

This descent is effected as follows t 
The performer sits astride on a kind 
of rough wooden saddle fitted with 
holes through which tho rope is 
threaded, while to hi.s logs are at¬ 
tached bags filled with sand to en¬ 
able him to maintain an upright 
position during his descent and also 
to increase the momentum. 'Pho low-* 
er end of the rope is wound round 
with rugs and carpets in utgler to 
check tho descent at landing and 
prevent the Jiiori, as the performer, 
is culled, from dashing his brain.s 
out against the pole to which the 
rope is fastened. 

Tho first few hundred years of tho 
(le.scpni is accomplished with lightn-i 
ing velocity, ns is indicated by the 
stream of smoke which follows in 
his wake. 'I'he incline then diminish¬ 
ing th.* pace becomes slower and 
slower, so that by the time ho reach¬ 
es tho goal he is able to stop him¬ 
self without danger. 

The underlying motive of this cur¬ 
ious ceremony i.s that if the flight is 
safely accomplished prosperity is as- 
J sured to the crops for that year. 

I This sentiment nutui*ally minimizes 
I tho danger of tho feat, as it is to, 
every one's interest that it should 
be safely accomplished, indeed, a 
.similar* motive is at the bottom of 
certain religious festivals in Roman 
Catholic countries. 

! A well known example of this is 
the fet»* of the Scoppio at Florence 
when a dove, albeit an artificial one, 
performs an aerial flight of a some¬ 
what similar nature on a wire stret¬ 
ched from the summit of the high 
altar of tho cathedral to an ox 
wagon filled with fireworks which la 
stationed in front of the west door. 
The Himalayan ceremony can be 
traced back for hundreds of years, 
and the men who perform the feat 
form a small distinct caste.

Humors from Chefoo and Shnng'hui 
represent ll'.e l)esiege:-s us having 
made considerable fuither progress 
Saturday, when, if i.s sfatinl, .seVtMiU 
Hu/jsian counter-attacl'.s at Krhlung- 
shan wer<' rejMilsed with great lo.ss lo 
the defendc’is. wlio abandoned tl;e 
main forts and outl\ing work.s. 

The Chefoo corresj:oiKlent of tlie 
Daily Telegraiili does not su])]u>: t 
these riiinors. lie ronlinns the t)f- 
ficlal statement, and adds that the 
JajJtinesi* are halfway nj) the slope.s 
of Erhlungshan nml Shan.'^hoshnn. 
They ha\e four large forts facing 
those Uussian po.sitiuns, and are 
mounting naval gnus on them. Tl:e 
Japano.se have r.M>oatedly stolen into 
the native* town, under cover of dark¬ 
ness, but have been invariably driven 
out by daylight, losing heavily. The 
Japanese work.s are two miles and a 
half away from the Uu.ssian batteries 
at Liaotishan. liut elheu’^ncre they 
have wormed tlieir way to wiriiin a 
quarter of a mile c»f <he outer en¬ 
ceinte. "Iho Jightirig is now juinei- 
pally wit'h rifles, the big guns being 
seldom used. 

An e-xaminatlfiii of all the ri-ports 
printed in llie ^norning lU'W.spapers 
creates the impres.sion tliat tlie fall 
of the fortress is not likely to oc¬ 
cur in the immodi.ate future unless by 
■urrender, although the northern and 
eastern forts will soon, it is e.';pected 
be occupied by the .Jananese, who 
continue landing reinforeenionts at 
Dalny. 

Very long press despatches detail¬ 
ing events from July onw’anl are 
printed. They contain descriptions 
of cu.rlous siege devices improvised by 
•the Jafxinese. among tliem being 
wooden mortars, hooped with bam¬ 
boo, from which gun-cotton grenaeles 
are fired at ranges of from r,o to 200 
yards. Tho.«e mortars are declared 
to be very eflectivo. Many kinds of 
shields have betm inventeel and have 
been found tf) be wry useful. One 
steel bullet-proof shield weighs .32 
pc mds. K is fixed with strai).s to a 
man’s .shoulders and covers his whole 
body. There are slits for the eyes 
end holes for the hands. Those arc 
effectively u.s<d hy the men when cut¬ 
ting wire entanglements.

But, on 
account of the war and the .inxieiy 
regarding the sitvuition at Port Ar- 
iliur everything was on a small scale.

The 
soldiers are using the furniture and 
rafters of the deserted houses, and 

■ felling the trees for fuel. 

'T met only a score of Chinese, 
ino.stly peddlers.

HOW NITROGEN IS WASTED. 

The London Saturday Reyiew re¬ 
cently printed an elaborate article on 
nitrogen, its necessity to plant 
growth and how much of it is al¬ 
lowed to go to waste throtigh care¬ 
less meth^s in the cultivation of 
the soil. It olso points out how 
the scientist has come to the aid of 
the farxucr and pointed out methods 
by which this loss can be prevented, 
or, at least, reduced to a mininnim. 
The greater part of the atmosphere, 
says this writer, consists of the gas 
called nitrogen, and compounds of 
this same substance nitrogen enter 
into the most intimate constitution 
of all living tis.sue. animal or vege¬ 
table. 

Free nitrogen, the gas which ex¬ 
ists in such enormous masses in the 
air, is of no service to the plant or 
the animal, yet the plant Is abso¬ 
lutely dependent for its life on being 
able to obtain some of the simpler 
compounds, nitrates or ammonia, of 
this same element. Thus provided, 
and it only requires about one five- 
hundredth of its weight, it is able 
to feed and grow, building up those 
elaborate compounds which animals 
in their turn feed upon. 

Thus the world’s stock of nitrogen 
compounds goes round In endless cy¬ 
cle, the plant taking the simplest 
forms and elaborating them, tlte ani¬ 
mal I ringing those complexes back 
to the starting ixjint. All the time, 
however, the great stock of nitro¬ 
gen gas in the atmosphere stands 
outside the cycle. 

On the w’h'ole also the world’s stock 
is diminishing. When we burn coal 
or W’ood the small proportion appro¬ 
priate to all plant tissue is sot free 
from its combination and goes to 
swell the uncomblned mass of nitro¬ 
gen in the ulr; all our explosives 
again owe thdr energy to the .sudden 
transition from certain combined 
forms to free nitrogen gas. There 
are sundry 

! ACCUMULATED STORES, 

which we arc working very hard, such 
as the beds of nitrate of soda in 
Chili ami of guano on various tro¬ 
pical islets, and the nitrogen which 
is recovered as sulphate of ammonia 
when coal Is turned Into gas or coke. 

Even in the use of a fertilizer, some 
inevitable waste goc.s on; if a certain 
amount of nitrogen ns nitrate of soda 
be converted into a crop and after 
consumption by stock be reconverted 
into mniiur<! tliere is a loss, and the 
farm ns a whole Is not enriched by 
quite the quantity of nitrogen intro¬ 
duced. For tho.so reasons many peo¬ 
ple have conceiveii that the world 
must gradually become loss and less 
able to support Its ix)pulation. Sir 
William Crookes, in his British asso¬ 
ciation address in 1898, prophesied 
that the world’s wheat area was 
nearing its limits, and that there no 
longer remained that indefinite urea 
of virgin soil which tho wheat-grower 
could break up year by year, hence 
ho foresaw the near approach of a 
time when it would only be possible 
to continue to feed the world's [)o- 
pulation by increasing the production 
of wheat per acre tlirougf^^e use of 
fertilizer nitrogen. 

If then the combined nitrogen In 
the woi'ld is both limited and sufjor- 
ing waste, the ultimate outlook is 
starvation u.nles.s there arc some coij>- 
pen.snting innuenc*?s at work which 
will render available tho groat mass 
of free nitrogen gns in the atinoS- 
phoko. 

Of cevurse some of these compensat¬ 
ing influence.s are well known; tho 
beneficial eflc'Cts accruing to the land 
from the growth of such croi>s ns 
clover is a piece of farming experi- 



AND RUSSIA 


Both Q-ovemments Have Agreed to Take 
Appropriate Action. 


A de^>atc2i from St. Petersburg 
says: It can now be authoritatively 
annoupaced that the basis for the 
Britiah-Russian agreement to submit 
the North Sea incident to a commis¬ 
sion ensures an amicable settlement 
without a sequel. Tho understanding 
is complete. 

In the heat of the excitement fol¬ 
lowing the incident many false Im¬ 
pressions obtained credanco abroad. 
Now that the snioike has cleared away 
;it is possible to state that Great 
Britain disclaimed any intention of 
jtr>’iug to detain the Russian squad- 
jroD, which co.uld only be interpreted 
as a hostile act. It was never inti¬ 
mated to Russia that Vice-Admiral 
Rojostvonsky’s recall would be do- 
manded, and Great Britain never 
asked Russia to pledge herself to tho 
punishment of anyone. The British 
Government fully realized that of¬ 
ficers of the Russian squadron may 
have acted with excess of zeal. 

The whole affair was a deplorable 
mistake, but as a result of the on- 
jquli'y which will establish tho facts, 
'each Government Is expected to take 
'ai>propriato action without demands 
from eilker side, and no pledges have 
jbeon requested or given by either 
country, 

INCIDENT IS CLOSED. 

So far as future complications are 
concerned the incident is regarded as 
jclo.sed, though there has been a slight 
nitch in tho Riftso-Anglo negotia¬ 
tions regnixling matters relating to 
the international commission, which 
has necessitated their transfer here.

Of course some of these compensat¬ 
ing influences are well known: the 
beneficial effect.s accruing to the land 
from the growth of such crops ns 
clover is a piece of farming experi¬ 
ence old enough to be enshrlmnl in 
the Georgies. Certain bacteria dwell 
on the root of the clover plant, and 
are able to seize upon free nitrogen 
and bring it into combination. 

' Two processes for utilizing the free 
nitrogen of the air at present seem to 
be on the brink, of sticce.ss. By one 
method the substance calcium car¬ 
bide, with wliich wo are familiar in 
oiir bicycle lamj)s. forms a kind of 
intormcctinry. This substance is 
made b.v directing a 

GREAT ELECTRIC CURRENT 
upon a mixture of <-.halk and coal, 
and if at the moment of its forma¬ 
tion the nitrogen gas of the atmos¬ 
phere is also nllowetl to J'luy vipon 
the mixture, it is swept into the com¬ 
bination. 

The resulting body, calcium cynna- 
nide. gives oil ammonia in contact 
with water, and con be so applied to 
the land as a manure. Its manufac¬ 
ture has already jmssed the experi¬ 
mental stage, amJ the first field trials 
of its value as a manure in this 
country are being made at RotQiam- 
sted on the ci^rent crops. 

'^Thc second process i.s one indicated 
by Sir W ri>m Crookes six years 
ago, and consists merely in using the 
electric current to make the nitrogen 
and ox>-gen of the atmosphere bum 
together until they reach the state 
of nitric ncjd. 

On the theoretical side the process 
is simple enough, the working diin- 
culties now appear to have been over¬ 
come, and one of the great compan¬ 
ies which draw their power from gen¬ 
erating electrifitv' from Niagar.a is 
preparing to put on the market a 
crude nitrate of so<la tlius manufac¬ 
tured from the nitrogen of the at¬ 
mosphere. Not only are we thus able 
to repair the wastage of comiuned 
nitrogen that was going on. but we 
are promlse<l it far more cheaply than 
it has been obtainable from other 
sources. At the present time com¬ 
bined nitrogen costs the fanner abo^^t 
seven pence a pound in whatever form 
he buys it. Advocates of both elec¬ 
trical metho<I.s declare they can pro- 
d-uce at half that pwice with T)rofit. 
If so. we do not hesitate to say it 
will mean a sensible choar>cning of 
food of all kinds t'he world over. 

i raising POULTRY. 

■ The following eight reasou.s why 
furmers .should raise poultry are giv¬ 
en by an English poultry writer: 

Because the fanner ought to con¬ 
vert a great deal of the waste of 
his farm into money in the siliape of 
eggs an^i chickens for market. Be¬ 
cause with intelligent irtanagement, 
they ought to be all-year revenue 
producers, with tho exception of per¬ 
haps two months during tho moult¬ 
ing .season. Because poultry will 
yield u quicker return for the capital 
invested than any of the other de¬ 
partments of tho farm. Because the 
innnuro from the pottUry-hou.so will 
make u vegetable compost for use in 
either vegetable gaiden or orchard. 
The birds themselves, if glowed to 
run, will destroy a lttrgoiN|g-opor- 
tion iif injurious insect life. 

Wliilc cereals and fruit can only 
be successfully grown in certain sec¬ 
tions, poultry can be raised for 
table u.sn or layers of eggs in all 
I parts of tho country. Poultry-ruis- 
’ing i.s an employment in which thg 
farmci‘’s wife and daughter cun en¬ 
gage, and leave the farm free to at¬ 
tend to other departments, nn<l it 
w-ill bring him the best results in 
the fihafw of a now-laid egg during 
the winter season, when he has the 
most time on his hnnd.s. Finally, 
to start poultry-raising on the farm 
rnnuirat little or no conltal.

FALL CLEANING THE ORDHARD. 

Much can be suid iu favor of an au- 
: Hal fall orchard clvaniDg, although 
many of our fruit-grower.s are indiffer¬ 
ent in this matter. Aside from the 
feet tliat their is more leisure after 
the fruit is gathered than in tho rush of 
our early ypring when so many odds 
and ends must be attended to. there 
ate many urgent and convincing reas¬ 
ons wiiy our orchards sliould be very 
carefully cleaned of rubbish and litter 
during late fall and early winter. 

People often wonder iiow it hat.pens 
that certain in.sftct.s appear in such 
alarming number.^ during the summer. 

A few careful observations during 
tho fall and winter will show how 
these insects^ pass tho cold period of tlie 
year. The egg ma-fSfs of tho tent cat- 
erpiliar.s will ho found encircling the 
.‘tmalJer blanches. I( the&e bracelets 
of eggs ho removed whenever .seen, 
much serious damage will bft avert' d 
the following spring. The cankei worm’* 
pa^-s llio wiiiier In tlin egg state, ai d 
llic.'.e egg.s are often to be setn iu inas^- 
os on lliO branebe^. The codling-worm 
pai^sos the winter in a cocoon, under 
bits of bark, boards and crtviccs, and 
a gfi.oval clearing will get rid of 
many cf liie.'-o troubloi orao p^sts. Tho 
grape vino fleo-hcotlo and the i»lum 
curoullo pa-s iho winter in their full 
grown beotlo condition in sheltered 
‘Jj-Ofs, often near llio base of tho plant. 
lS<jiia>li-bugs also wiuior over full 
grown in sJieltcred spot*, under board-i 
and in corners o' ourbuild’iig^-.

SELECTED ESCIFES 

Orabom Gkms.—^Two cups of gra¬ 
ham flodr. one cup of white flour, 
one tablcspoenful of sugar, one tea¬ 
spoonful of soda dissolved in hot 
water, one pint or two cups of sour 
milk, a little salt. It sho>uld be stiti 
enough to drop from a ^>oon. Bake 
half an hour. 

I Com Bread.—Two . cups of com- 
jmeal, one cup of flour, one tablo- 
' spoonful of sugar, one large spoon 
' of shortening melted in pan the 
bread Is to be baked in, two cups 
of sour milk and one teaspoonful of 
soda. Bake half an. hour In good 
oven. 

I Meat Croquettes.—Put the meat 
tlu’ough a cutter. Any kind will do. 
Put your onion through with the 
meat; mince a bunch of parsley and 
season with a little red pepper and 
salt. If they are not well seasoned 
they are not good. For a quart of 
meat take a half cup of milk, put it 
on the stove, thicken with com- 
.starch and mix with the meat. When 
cool, form cither into cone-.shape* or 
[into round cakes. Dip into bread 
crumbs, then on egg; have deep bpil- 
ing fat, as for doughnuts. Boil until 
brown. A wire sieve is good for 
frying. If these are made'right they 
are splendid. 

I Dainty Cream Biscuit.—These bis- 
' cults are liked for luncheon or for 
' serving with a cup of tea Instead of 
the little crackers which are bocom- 
I ing tiresome. Sift two cups of flour 
[ measures after sifting with four level 
. tca.spoons of baking powder and a 
'saltspoon of salt. Mix with one-half 
cup of sweet cream, and one well- 
I beaten egg. Make up into tiny rolls 
or cakes, handling as little as ' pos¬ 
sible, and bake in a quick oven. The 
’cutter .shoidd not be larger round 
than a silver dollar, 
i Piquant Sauce for Cod—A table- 
sfioon of rue mixed with 1 i cups 
water, a few drops of cochineal, es¬ 
sence of anchovy to taste, a nip of 
ground mace and cayenne, together 
makes a line sauce for those who in¬ 
dulge in the piquant. Tliis sauce 
I if mixed with a pan of preseiwod lob- 
;ster, put into a mold and steamed, 
makes a nice dish, or if mixed with 
cold co'd minced and warmed and then 
spread on toast. It is also good. The 
sauce ought to be as thick as good 
cream, to be right. 

Ap|)le .Snowballs—Pare some large, 
tart apples and remove the cores. 
Take as many squares of muslin .,as 
you have apples, spread each cloth 
with syrup made of sugar ami water, 
sprinkle thickly with raw rice, and 
press with the hand to make the rice 
adhere to the cloth. Now put an 
apple on each cloth, fill the cavity 
of each apple with rice and s^TU.p. 
tie the cloth firmly around the ap¬ 
ple and boll one hour. Serve cold 
with cream and rntgar. 

I Imperial Cream.—Scald one quart 
of cream or rich milk in a double 
boiler with the thin yellow peel of a 
lemon. Stir in a eup of granulated 
sugar and when dissolved remove 
fronii the fire and stir until neaily 
cold. Put the strained juice of three 
lemons into a gla.ss di.sJi and when 
the cream is cold put it into a pitch¬ 
er and pour into Uio lemon juice, 
holding the pitcher as high as pos¬ 
sible and moving it about to mix the 
‘ cream thoroughly through the lemon 
:juice. 

j Burnt Cream.-Put a pint of cream 
in a double boiler and scald with 
half a lemon peel and a .slick of cin¬ 
namon. Beat the yolks of four eggs 
with one and one-hVlf ounce of gran¬ 
ulated sugar. Strain the hot cream 
over this, stirring until it is well 
blended. then nour back into the i

It is not gsnerally knbwn that 
wringing: out cloth in hot water 
and wiping the furniture heiore put¬ 
ting an furniture cream, will result 
in a very high polish, that will not 
Auger mark. 

To stop bleeding at the nose wash 
the temples, nose and neck with vine¬ 
gar. Or snuf! up the nose vinegar 
and water. To prevent this com¬ 
plaint eat a great many raisins, 
and drink much whey every morn¬ 
ing, or do both. 

The great secret of keeping our 
clothes in good order is to mend or 
patch them at once, when they re¬ 
quire it, and it is a most important 
detail that a garment .should be 
repaired with material similar in 
kind, quality and color to that 
which it i.s made. 

In making peptjermlnt drops, iiound 
and sift four ounces of the best and 
finest white sugar—that which is 
used for icing—beat it with the 
whites of twe eggs til) jicrfecLly 
smooth; then add sixty drops of the 
oil of peppermint,; beat it well, and 
drop on white paper and dry at a 
distance from the lire. 

Broken china may be mended by 
brushing the edges with white lend, 
.such as painters use; pres.s the pieces 
together and tic them in place, 
then leave them two or throe days 
until thoroughly dry. I'he di.sh can 
be broken as easily anywhere else as 
at the old break. 

The feet of children should receive 
the most careful attention, for neg¬ 
lect at that time may lay the foun¬ 
dation for many future Ills. Since 
the feet of a chikl are in process of 
development the bones and liga¬ 
ments are soft and pliable, and will 
conform to a bad as well as to a 
properly sha«>ed shoe. 

Ostrich tins can be freshened by 
holding them in the steam from a 
boiling kettle for a few minutes; 
this freshens them, absorbs the dust 
and reslore.s the color. They .should 
be well shaken the whole time; then, 
still shaking, hold them either in the 
sun or before a fire till they are 
quite dry. The curling is best done 
either with a slilT piece of whale¬ 
bone or a silver knife.

His confession was, 
moxJe following rtu* f.hird of the 
Whitechapel murders. It ocouplod 
throe imges of foolscap, written in a 
j rough scrawling luind, and related 
with surprising consistency to move¬ 
ments of the author on the night of 
the crime. But this very i-onsistency 
was his pitfall. The olTence for which 
ho wa^ awaiting trial was committed 
I at the same time ns he gave for the 
, murder, so that if his confe.ssion was 
true he could not have been guilty of 
the other crime. So the police Ig- 
noro<l his papers, and proceeded with 
the original charge against him. 

I When he fotind tliat 'Ids plan had fail- 
led, he admitted that he had resorted 
I to this dodge in the hope of being 
j discharged on the real count, and 
I then, confident that ho could freo 
himself later of the murder charge, 
entirely ’Escape. 

THE ARTFUL EMIGRANT.

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KEEPING YOUNG MEN ON THE 
FARM, 

Th«re is a turning point in the life 
of every young man. It is not al¬ 
ways possible for others to detect it, 
but it Is at^such a time that he 
practicably d^ides upon a vocation. 
The decision reached at that critical 
time is seldom reversed. The ques¬ 
tion arises, is, it. not possible to so 
influence youdg men at that crucial 
period that they shall decide to re¬ 
main at home on the farm? asks 
Rev. C. L. Palmer. 

It is a perfectly legitimate ques¬ 
tion. Many very desirable rural dis¬ 
tricts are sulTcring for want of 
young men. The business houses in 
our largo cities are on the watch 
all the while for bright country boys 
and wo are willing to share with 
them; but wo are unwilling to have 
them take all and leave the farms 
without thoir bone and brain. If it 
is right for the towns and cities to 
send to the country for the young 
men, it certainly cannot be wrong 
on the part of the farmers to devise 
ways to keep tho boys with them. 
Tho farmer’s life affords the greatest 
opportunity for physical, intellectual 
^social and moral improvement. 

Parents can do no better than to 
give their children a good education. 
Some seem to have tho impression 
that an education is liable to wean 
the boys and girls from the farm 
and homestead. On the contrary, I 
believe that there is no better w’ay 
to teach young men to ‘appreciate 
the farm tlmn by either sending, or 
permitting them to be away for a 
while. Tho farmer boy must drink 
the water in some of our towns in 
order to appreteiate the spring or 
w’ell at homo- Lot him live in a 
dark room G by 9, and he will think 
of the large, light, airj- room in the 
country. A few days in some of the 
boarding houses is usually shfflcient 
to convince tho young man that tho 
only pla':e to find the'farmer’s table 
is on the farm. But when the boys I 
go from home to be educated they ' 
go, not to make dangerous experi¬ 
ments, but to procure intellectual 
culture. It is therefore important 
that thoy should attend only a first -1 
class Institution. The training of] 
the average country school is not 
sufficient for the business man of the 
present. 

DUTY A^T) PRIVILEGE. 

It is both the duty and privilege 
of parents to make home the most 
attractive place on earth. No doubt 
some boys are driven from home by 
tho attitude of parents. Too often 
the former are looked upon as if 
they were mere tools to be used and 
not enjoyed. It would be wrong for 
them not to work, but thoy should 
labor under congenial and profitable 
circumstances. No place on earth is 
capable of being made more delight¬ 
ful than the farmhouse. Throw open 
the parlor windows, raise the shades, 
start tho fire, place some fruit and 
flowers ori the stand, subscribe for 
dairy, religious, literary and scienti¬ 
fic literature, purchase some of the 
latest and most interesting games, 
including chess and checkers. Have 
a diniur party once in a while and 
Invito tho young folks. Partfents and 
children living on an equality will 
find their highest joy in ministering 
to the comfort of each other. And 
from these happy homes but few boys 
will go. 

A special effort should be made to 
make farming financially profitable 
for the boys. Alter one has complet¬ 
ed hi.s education, he should lose no 
time in entering upon some work 
that will yield a reasonable compen- 
sati('n. If he cannot make money on 
the farm, he must go where ho can, 
and IL will not be difycult for such 
un one to procure a good position.

THE NORTH SEA AFFAIR 


Bnsaian Squadron Detained at Yigo, Spain. 
Pending an Enquiry. 


St. PatcTiburg, Oct. 28.—The naval 
$enerai ataff published the following 
two despatches from Vice-Admiral 
Rojestvensky : 

FIRST DESPATCH. 

"The North Soa incident was caus¬ 
ed by two torpedo boats advancing 
to attack without lights, under 


cover of darkness, against the ves-1 
sel leading the detachment. When 
the detachment turned on its search- • 
lights and opened fire the presence’ 
of .several small steamboats resem- ‘ 
bling steam fishing boats wore dis¬ 
covered. The detachment endeavored 
to spare these, and ceased firing as 
soon as the torpedo boats wore out 
of sight. 

"llio English press is indignant 
because a torpedo boat left by the 
detachment on tho spot until morn¬ 
ing did not aid tho victims. Now, 
there was not a siuglo torpedo boat 
near the detachment, and none was 
left behind; consequently the vessel 
remaining near tho small steam¬ 
boats was that torpedo boat which 
was not sunk, but only damaged. 
'The detachment did not aid the lit¬ 
tle steamboats because wo suspected 
them of, complicity, on account of 
their obstinately cutting into tho 
order of tho positions of our ves¬ 
sels. Several of them showed no 
lights and others only very late." 
SECOND DESPATCH. 

'Having met several hundred fish¬ 
ing boutn, tho squadron showed 
them everj’ consideration, except 
when they, in company with foreign 
torpedo boats, of which one disap¬ 
peared, while tho other, according 
to tho fishermen's own evidence, re- ] 
mained among them until morning. 
They supposed it was a Russian, aud 
were indignant because it did not 
aid the victims; but it was a for¬ 
eigner, and remained until morning, 
seeking the other torpedo boat, its 
censor*., either to repair damage or 
through fears of betraying itself to 
those who were not its accompli':es. 
If there were also on the spot fisher¬ 
men, imprudently dragged into tho 
enterprise. I beg in the name of the 
whole squadron, to express ray sin¬ 
cere regret to the unfortunate vic¬ 
tims of circumstances under which no 
warshi]!. even In time of deep peace, 
could have acted otherwise." 

The mystery of tho trawler affair, 
instead of being cleared up by Vice- 
Admiral Rojestvensky's report, to¬ 
day appears to bo deeper than ever. 
Tho Russian Admiral’s explanation 
is hailed with the greatest satisfac¬ 
tion at the Admiralty and elsewhere, 
but it is felt that a direct issue has 
now been raised between Russia and 
Groat Britain, and the incident has 
entered upon an even more delicate 
stage. Public sentiment in both 
countries doubtless will demand tho 
most searching Investigation to es¬ 
tablish the facts and probably neith¬ 
er nation will be willing t,o accept 
the result of an ex-parto enquiry by 
tho other. The outcome will proba- 
! bly be a mixed tribunal of some 
sort. This at least is the sugges¬ 
tion of some of the cooler-headed 
men here, as it is felt that only thus 
could a repetition of the main en¬ 
quiry ho avoided. 

Popular excitement has reached a 
pitch unequalod since the beginning 
of the war. Public sympathy and 
confidence undoubtedly are with Ad¬ 
miral Rojestvensky. Should Russia 
choo.se to stand ujton his version 
without further enquiry there Is no 
question that such a course would be 
popular with tlio ma.sses, who would 
bo willing to back the Government 
in the controversy to the utmost o.x-

A final enquiry will bo held at 
Tho Hague under the rules of The 
Hague Convention. Tho appointment 
of the arbitrators will be discussed 
between Ambassador Benckendorff 
and Lord Lansdownc. 

Mcantimo tho portion of tho Baltic 
squadron concerned in tho North Sea 
incident will remain at Vigo until 
tho enquiry Is completed, tho por- 
mission of Spain having been obtain¬ 
ed. Tho remainder of tho second 
North Pacific squadron will proceed 
to its destination. 

Just how tho details of tho com¬ 
mission tkim to bo worked out will 
be determined so soon as tho gener¬ 
al basis is reached. It is almost cer¬ 
tain that two simultaneous enquiries 
will bo hold by tho British at Hull 
and tbe Russians at Vigo, each with 
representatives of the other present. 
Tho results of both enquiries will be 
submitted to Tho Hague Tribunal. 

A NEW EXPLANATION. 

London, Oct. 81.—The St. Peters¬ 
burg correspondent of tho Express 
claims to have high authority for 
stating that tho Admiralty has now 
definitely ascertained that tho Baltic 
fleet lircd on two of its own torpedoi 
boats, which were scouting round the 
warships. One escaped by skilful 
nKanoouvrlng. The ollher, believing 
when the firing began that it was 
attacked by Japanese, replied, 
wounding several on beard tho near¬ 
est battleship. Tho commander of 
the torpedo boat was tho first to rea¬ 
lize the mistake, whereupon ho sig¬ 
naled frantically. Then he got out 
of range. Three hattloshipa continued 
firing, hut their shots were aimed at 
the British fishermen. Admiral Ro- 
Jcatvcnsl^ held an enquiry into the 
matter before the warships readied 
Cherbourg. 

It is recalled that Admiral Ro¬ 
jestvensky declared that t'here were 
no torpedo boats accompanying him.
